The taxes must come fron
some source. We have an illustration o
this in tho law just enacted by the Wes
Virginia legislature for a reassessment o
the real estate of the Commonwealth. I
is simply an indirect method of raising tin
rato of taxation. If this method does no

produce tho required amount of revonue
then the next step will be a direct increase
in tho rate.

property. This is not a fair argument
however, as'a millionaire might live in
houso worth $20,000, and his tax on tin
